To THE GRADUATES: 


Greetings! At the coming 
June Commencement of New 
York University many of you 
who have been with us for 
four years will be awarded 
degrees for faithful work and 
for the satisfactory comple- 
tion of work required, not 
only for the degree, but for 
the coveted license permit- 
ting you to teach in your 
chosen fields. You are grad- 
uating at an ominous time. 
You will be called upon to 
help win this war and save 


democracy. It is a travesty 





on modern civilization that 

you have peacefully and determinedly pursued your careers in the hope of making 
your contribution to the development of a more adequate democratic life by con- 
tinuing your vocation, by establishing a family, and by the performance of your 
peaceful duties as a citizen of our democracy, now have to give up your vocation 
for which you have prepared in order that you may go out and defend, yes even 
save, democracy itself. You are, however, willing to perform this service so that the 
world may be free from those influences which frequently interrupt the democratic 
processes and plunge, the world into a conflict that disrupts peaceful living. The 
achievement of these democratic ends surely justifies the means although it turns 
you aside temporarily from your appointed tasks. 


You are graduating at an ominous time, for the future of a free world is threatened 
and the situation is perilous. It will exact all that we have to win this struggle, which 
we will inevitably win, but it will leave the world exhausted, weary, disconsolate, 
and disillusioned. Therefore, you young people with your futures ahead are facing 
an era of tremendous significance. It is an era in which you may build a new world 
free from all those influences which interfere with the struggle of the individual to 
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realize his highest potentialities for the common good. The common era will provide 
you the opportunity to fight not your fellow man to kill human beings, but to eradi- 
cate those prejudices, those insidious interests and influences which prevent any indi- 
vidual, regardless of his race, his religion, or his background to realize his best 
self; in a word you will be permitted in this new world to make your contribution to 
the democratic life. 


What is the meaning of this world struggle? It means that we are in the midst of a 
revolution that is comparable to the significant revolutions of the past. Through the 
achievements of science and invention we have built a material civilization and culture 
that is wholly new. We have built machines and science to put at the disposal of the 
machines that will provide all the material comfort that is essential to man’s welfare 
throughout the world, but in our ideals and practice, in our spiritual culture we 
have failed to develop to the point where we can harness science and invention and 
use them for human welfare. We have not as a society in the United States or else- 
where acquired the capacity to control greed, prejudice, crime, and all those evils 
which harass mankind and make democracy ineffective. This is the achievement that 


will be yours. It lies within the limits of your possibility. 


And you graduates of the School of Education of 1942 are to take a fundamental 
part in this tremendous approaching era, for the major achievement hinges upon 
education and its contribution. It is only through education that the social structure 
can be adequately modified and the practices of individuals and communities changed. 
You, therefore, who are trained educators, are peculiarly equipped for the task of the 
future. You have within your power the making of a new world and I am confident 
that you will execute that might with discretion and valor, with insight and vision, 
with determination and courage. The present youth will have to provide the mature 
manhood and womanhood to solve these problems. 


Finally, I want to congratulate you on your opportunities in this tragic period of 
a world death-struggle. There is no reason for pessimism. For thousands of years the 
world struggle has been onward and upward. There has been no looking back or turn- 
ing back. We have had in the past traitors to civilization and progress as we have 
today and they have always been overthrown. We can still believe that “God is in his 
heaven and all’s right with the world.” You will, I know, play the part of courageous 
men and women in the present struggle and in the reconstruction of the world fol- 


lowing it.

Leslie MacMitchell: a student in the School of Education, Class of 1942, who 
will be remembered as long as sport fans and enthusiasts gather to discuss all-time- 
greats. Les, during his stay as an undergraduate in the Physical Education Depart- 
ment, has become a national figure and is admired by every student who has come 
to know him. 


Les began to hit the newspaper headlines back in 1936, when he was a student at 
George Washington High School. During that year, he won the National Inter- 
scholastic indoor 1000 yards championship. Training to be a sprinter and cross 
country man while in high school, Les only occasionally turned to the mile—but 
when he did, he did set at Washington High School scholastic records that are still 


standing. He set records in every event from the 1000 yard dash to the cross country 
events. 


Enrolling in the School of Education in September 1938, Les was taken under 
the wing of the veteran Violet track coach, Emil Von Elling. He soon became an 
outstanding figure in cross country events, but he did not successfully turn to the mile 
in collegiate competition until the outdoor track season of 1939, when he set a new 
Metropolitan Intercollegiate record. Since then, MacMitchell has continued to train 
for the mile, and his name has become a household word among sport fans. Setting 
lower and lower times for the mile run, he finally tied the world’s record of 4:7.4. 
Les was soon acclaimed as the only man who could possibly run the mythical four 
minute mile. 


Not overlooking the other events in his enthusiasm for the mile run, Les has led 
the Violet cross country squad to record after record, and victory after victory. A 
complete list of the titles won, the records set by MacMitchell is literally too long 
to enumerate. Awarded the James E. Sullivan Memorial Trophy in his graduating 
year, as the nation’s outstanding amateur athlete, Les became the first and youngest 
New Yorker and the first New York University athlete to win the coveted trophy. 


Les is graduating now, but he will not be forgotten nor eliminated from the daily 
sports pages. Only 21 at the present time, he still has many years of track compe- 
tition before him. Having decisively defeated every other national contender for 
the mile run, Les is expected to break the present world record, which he has 
already tied, before long. It has been an honor for those who are graduating to have 
known Leslie MacMitchell. His name will long be remembered and his actions and 
personality make us proud to call him a fellow student. 
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FOOTBALL 


The New York University football schedule for 1941 presented the stiffest array 
of grid rivals for the Violet in its 68 year old history. Lafayette College was unde- 
feated in 9 games in 1940. The Texas Aggies lost 1 while winning 8. and defeated 
Fordham in the Cotton Bow! Classic. Fordham and Penn State likewise lost 1 game 
apiece in 1940. 

During the spring training session, preparing to face this very formidable group 
of intersectional adversaries, the squad looked good and all connected with the team 
looked forward optimistically, despite the gigantic task which loomed ominously 
in the not too distant future. 

However, Fall training at Lake Sebago told a slightly different. rather tragic tale. 
Twelve holdovers from the 1940 Varsity squad had been forced to leave school due 
to the present national emergency. Seven of the twelve were slated for first string 
berths and the others were not far behind in calibre. In addition, a number of 
luminaries from the fine Freshman Club of 1940 also failed to return to school. 

Despite these adverse conditions, the boys and the coaching staff kept their collec- 
tive chins up and worked furiously to get the undermanned squad ready for the 
forthcoming season with the menacing “suicide schedule” confronting them. 

The season opened on September 27 at Ohio Field against P.M.C. The 25—27 
N.Y.U. victory was featured by the terrific line smashing of Len Bates. burly Negro 
fullback. On October 4 the Violets were the guests of the Leopards of Lafayette 
College. After a savage, keenly contested battle, the N.Y.U. team eked out a 6—O 
victory. The defensive play of Stan Rosen was outstanding, as was the pass receiving 
of “Dutch” Millman, who scored the touchdown on a pass from Joe Frank. We 
inaugurated our series of games at the Yankee Stadium on Oct. 14 against the 
powerful Texas A. & M. College team. After a magnificent first half which ended 
with N.Y.U. on the Texas 4 yd. line and the score 7—7, the house caved in. Our 
lack of experienced reserves showed in the 2nd half and we lost 49—7. Syracuse 
was the guest of N.Y.U. on Oct. 18 and beat us 31—0. They featured the “Y” forma- 
tion with the reserve center. Oct. 25 saw N.Y.U. in Worcester. Mass. to give battle 
to Holy Cross. Fighting savagely all the way, our boys were finally turned back 
13—0. On a muddy Friday night, Oct. 31 the powerful Penn State team defeated the 
Violets under the are lights of the Polo Grounds. Nov. 8 saw the mighty “big six” 
champions, the “Tigers” of old Mizoo down the boys in Violet 26—0. On Nov. 15 
an in-and-out Tulane team defeated the Violets 45—0. N.Y.U. rang down the curtain 
on its dismal 1941 grid record with a 30—29 loss to its mighty traditional rival, the 
Fordham Ram on Nov. 29 at the Yankee Stadium. 

An amazing thing about this losing 1941 team was the fact that each Monday 
afternoon, after absorbing some rather bad beatings the previous Saturday the boys 
came out to practice with spirit and determination as they prepared to face even 
sterner opposition. They gave their all and fought grimly and doggedly on in the 
face of tough competition. The boys and the students have nothing to be ashamed 
of—if doing your best is what counts. 

Lack of reserves told the tale. Most of the opponents scored the majority of their 
‘points in the last quarter when our team was badly tired from facing the “shock 
troops” of its opponents all afternoon without being able to retaliate in kind.

The Violet Mentor had to 
mold this questionable ma- 
terial into a smooth working 
unit which was slated to en- 
gage in a gruelling schedule. 


The Cannmen surprised everyone by swamping a mediocre Upsala quintet under 
an avalanche of 81 points. The final score read N.Y.U. 81—Upsala 26. It was the 
lone veteran, Mort Lazar, who proved to be the spearhead of the Violet attack, and 
it was he who led the squad to successive victories over Manhattan, Queens, Newark. 
and Syracuse. It was in the Newark struggle, that Frank Turner, high scoring guard, 
ageravated a severe knee injury and was forced to retire for the remainder of the 
campaign. 

A group of fast stepping Huskies from the University of Washington handed the 
Violets their first setback by scoring a 72-38 triumph and establishing a new Garden 
scoring record. 

After this severe trouncing, the hoopsters picked up where they had left off and 
took Fort Monmouth, Manhattan, Colgate, DePaul, Lehigh, and St. Francis into 
camp. During this spurt, the team lost two other veterans, namely, Captain Mort 
Lazar. and Bob Davidoff to the armed forces. The rest of the campaign was quite 
dismal, for the Violet garnered but two victories, while suffering six losses. They 
conquered the weak Lafayette and Rutgers quintets, and were defeated by Temple, 
Notre Dame, St. John, Penn State, Fordham, and City College. Although losing, the 
Sophomores played brilliantly. Sam Mele and John Simmons who had joined the 
Varsity in mid-season displayed exceptional court ability. Mele tied the Garden 
scoring record by sinking twenty-six points, in the St. John engagement and Simmons 
sank fifteen and eighteen points respectively in the St. John and Fordham games. 


Despite the loss of five veterans, the squad suffered but seven losses. All were 
against top notch quintets. The margin of victory for St. John was but two points 
and for City College but one point. The final totals were 13 won and 7 lost. 
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BASEBALL 


N.Y.U.’s baseball team engaged in a stiff 23 game schedule. The squad was cap- 
tained by George Leavy, plucky shortstop. This was Leavy’s second year as leader 
of the club. The nine scheduled 7 home and home games with Hofstra, C.C.N.Y.. 
Lafayette, Fordham, St. Johns, Holy Cross. and Manhattan. In addition, games were 
played with the Alumni, Princeton, Columbia, Rutgers, Temple. Colgate, Syracuse. 
Georgetown, and the N.Y.A.C. 

Under the able tutelage of coach William V. McCarthy, the squad got off to an 
excellent start by winning 6 consecutive games, but then went into a slump and the 
final record ended with 9 won, 13 lost and a tie against Lafayette! 

Dave Gartner, veteran hurler, led all pitchers with the record of 4 won and 3 lost. 
He was followed by Johnny Principe, who won 2 and was defeated 3 times. 


Mel Metz. Senior first baseman, was the leading hitter on the squad. by pounding 
out a .358 average. In addition, Mel clouted 4 home runs to lead in that department. 

The highlight of the campaign took place in the closing engagement of the season 
with Fordham University. N.Y.U. fought valiantly but could not cope with the 
superior hitting power of the Rams, and were tripped to the tune of 12—6. 


The starting nine consisted of Capt. George Leavy at the short stop; Mel Metz. 
l-base: John Fatkel, 2-base; Ed Veccio, r.f.; Ruby Kaplan, c.f.; Fred Scheon, I.f.; 
Gartner, Principe, Frank Massimo, Al Finelli, and Ed Veccio shared the hurling 
duties. 


FOOTBALL OBITUARY 


It all began back in the fall of 1940: during November of that year, the University 
Council had already begun private discussions of the Violet football progress; an 
Undergraduate Newspaper Council was formed to consolidate student opinion behind 
a move for open subsidization, and the student body continued to moan over the past 
season’s scores with an optimistic “wait until next year” slogan. Subsequent events 
have made the next Violet football year something that will not be seen for many 
years. 

During February of 1941, the first hint of a proposed drop of inter-collegiate 
football at New York University was made in talks by Coach Mal Stevens and 
Professor Badger, Chairman of the Board of Athletic Control. Both men emphasized 
the thousands of dollars New York University was losing each year as a result of 
football. A proposal to the University Council to abolish football was made known 
to the public at almost the same time. 


Due to some unknown reasons, possibly the overwhelming dissent of the student 
body, the Council tabled the motion in order to await a report from a committee 
ordered to investigate the entire situation. 


The Committee deliberated and during the beginning of March 1942, finally handed 


in its recommendations. Thus, in March 1942, the history of the New York University 


football team came to an abrupt and unheralded end. Subsequent announcements 
made by the Chancellor and other officials have assured the students of the intentions 
of the University to continue football when the emergency is over. 
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
